One of the elements of his new cell is 


a substance for which even a correct 
chemical formula has not yet certainly 
been, contrived. It is a s'.iperoxifle of 
niokel found by him in the process of 
his experiments.' It forms the positive 
pole, Vr'hile the negatirs pole consists of 
iron. Tbe entire combination of the 
Qualities of nickel and h-trD in an elec- 
tric cell bids fair to overturn existing 
conditions in some of the most impor- 
tant branches of Iau«! traffic. 


No more trolleys, with their dlsngiir- 


ing :iDd dangerous wires; no more cost- 
| ly subways, no more wandering, eartli 
icrirrc-nts,1 devouring water pipes and 
| gas pipes; no more puffing steam auto 
i wagons, no more noisy, gas engine? 
! whirring through the streets, but elec- 
j tricallT driven cabs, busses, street car«, 


elevated cars, tunnel ears, tracks «nd 
wagons of every kind taking the place 
of all other forms and finally driving j 
both borses ahd locomotives from the ' 
field— such. is the brilliant promise held 
forth by the new invention.

Let us consider a comparison he- 


tween tbe Edison hattery and the o!<3 
lead cell type. Of the latter we arc toid 
that "if its stored energy, available at 
terminals, were all expended in gravi- 
tational work"— that is to say, ia Hft- 
jng — "the battery could raise its own 
weisht through a vertical distance of 
two to three miles." 


Now, compare that with -what the 


new battery can do. "ndsr tbe ssse 
conditions as in the other case the Edi- 
SOB battery gives its terminals suta- 
cieiit energy to lift its own weight to a 
vertical height of about seven miles. 
Another way of putting the comparison 
is to say that the old form of battery 
weighs ifrom 124 to ISO pounds per 
horsepower .hour at the terminals, while 
the ••now battery weighs only 53 pounds. 


This saia of energy relative to weight 


is the rna'n element of success in the 


• liew invention. It is believed that it 


alone will be sufficient to remove all. 
the., difficulties heretofore encountered 
n the application of storage batteries 
o traction of ail sorts. This gain has 
jecn obtained by .discarding .lead :(ind 
.ubstituting Iron and nickel. Tbe su- 
>eroxMe of nickel takes the place o£ 
.he peroxide of lead employed in the 
secondary cell of tho old form of. bat- 
tery. and iron takes the place of tlie 
spongy lead heretofore vised for the 
negative element- 


How can such enormous results be 


>redlcted from the invention of so ap 
•jarently simple a thing as a. cell? Be 


trJUe tMcker tha* ttw *te?l plates per- 
forated with Soles to'aorait the electro- 
lyte, which consist* of briquettes of a 
finely divided eoaiponnd of iron for the 
negative pole «atl briquettes of a finely 
divided conyiouod of ^icliel for the 
positive pole. Btoth brUjti'-ttes contain 
graphite, which assists their conductiv- 
ity. The assembled, plates, constituting 
a battery, are placed'In an exterior cell 
of sh&2t iron coataiaiiig a potash solu- 
tion".

Of this only enoagto to fulfill mechan- 


ical req&irements is needed, and in 
practice it is expected that the weight 
t)f the solution will only he about one- 
fiftb. of the entiie plate weight of the 
ceil. It is said that the cell may soon 
be worked ia the same manner as the 
BO called primary flry cells. When the 
facilities for manufacture are complet- 
ed, it is thought that the new cells can 
be produced as cheaply as the old lead 
cells. 


Iitke so^ttany of Mr. EJ'fon's inven-

Wsteam au- 
tomobiles, gasoline antotaobH^s and ex- 
periments with compressed• .air and

came to the'front. 


Every effort was made to remedy the 


difficulty, and for years and years In- 
ventors bare labored over the problem 
of improving- tbe storage cell ot lead 
originally Invented by .Plant! la 1SGO 
irid which has heretofore been the 
form, employed.

made, bat at last & point waa reached 
Seyond which it seemed Impossible to 
go.
